WASHINGTON, Monday. 


The United States has ordered ‘the 
closing of all German Consulates in 
this country, and the removal of all 
German Nationals connected with them, 
Mr. Sumner. Welles, Under-Secretary of 
State, announced here to-day, after he 
had handed a note to an official of the 
German Embassy. 

The order also requires the closing 
of the German Library of Information, 
the Railway and Tourist Bureau, and 
the German Transocean News Agency. 

Mr. Welles said that this step did 
uot imply a break in diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany, and in no way 
affected the German diplomatic staff in 
Washington. The action had been 
taken because German consular officials 
and the other German agencies named 
had been engaged in activities harmful 
to the United States.

TEXT OF STATEMENT 


The following is the text of Mr. 
Welles’s statement :— 

“It has come to the knowledge of 
this Government that consular estab- 
lishments have been engaged in activi- 
ties wholly outside the scope of their 
legitimate duties 

“These activities have been of an 
improper and unwarranted character. 

‘They render the continued presence 
in the United States off these agencies 

and consular establishments inimical to 

the welfare of this country. 

“I am directed by the President to 
request the German Government to re- 
move from United States territory all 
German Nationals in any wise con- 
nected with the German Library of In- 
formation in New York, the German 

. Railway and Tourist Agencies, and the 

Transocean News Service, and that 

each of these organisations and their 
affiliates shall be promptly closed. 

"I am also directed to request that 
all German Consular officers, agents, 
clerks and employés thereof of German 
nationality shall be removed from 
American territory, and that the Con- 
sular establishments shall likewise be 
promptly closed. 

‘Tt is contemplated that all such 
withdrawals and closures shall 
effected before July 10.”

The United States Government's 
action affected scores of officials 
throughout the country, including 
Captain Fritz Wiedemann, Consul at 
San Francisco, and formerly Aide-de- 
Camp to Herr Hitler. 

Mr. Welles told the reporters that 
the Government had nothing in mind 
at present regardiúg similar action 
— other countries, including Italy. 
The closing of the German Consulates 
and other agencies had been under con- 
sideration for some time. 

Germany has twenty-four Consular 
establishments in the United States and 
in United States Possessions. The 
largest Consulate is that in New York, 
which has a Consul-General and five 
Consuls and Vice-consuls. 

The first reaction in Washington to- 
night to Mr. Sumner Welles’s announce- 
ment is that it is a big step towards 
the breaking off of diplomatic relations. 
It is even wondered whether Germany 
will reply by withdrawing her diplo- 
mats and asking for the departure of all 
American officials from Germany. 

Mr. Welles’s announcement fell like 
a bombshell on the Press Conference, at 
which the, official German News 
Agency’s representative was present.

According ‘% the French com- 
muniqué, on Sunday fresh squadrons 
of French uaval aircraft—of '' Amer- 
can make’’—carried out attacks on the 
British Fleet, reinforced recently by 
the addition of one om more aircraft 
carriers.

OUTSIDE DAMASCUS

JERUSALEM, Monday. 


‘‘Very powerful” Allied forces are 
now outaide Damascus, said an authori- 
tative spokesman, in a broadcast from 
Jerusalem. But on account of the steep 
hills and orchards protecting Damascus 
from the south-east the Allies may 
have to carry out an encircling move- 
ment, and enter the city from the 
northern side.

FRENCH STORY OF 
SIDON 


The following official communiqué 
was issued in Vichy yesterday :— 

““ As a result of the extremely effec- 
tive support of the French Air Force, 
not only against the Australians, who 
were attacking Sidon on land, but-also 
against the British Fleet, which bom- 
barded the town from the sea without 
respite, the garrison there succeeded 
in withdrawing to new defensive posi 
tions a little further north on the 
night of June 14-15. 

“The whole of the day of June 14 
French military ‘planes took part in 
the. battle before Sidon, bombing 
and machine-gunning the attacking 
waves of Australians and enemy supply 
columns behind the lines. At the same 
time they attacked the British Fleet. 
These attacks allowed the troops de- 
fending Sidon to hold out during the 
day and to break oft the engagement 
unhindered under cover of darkness. 
“On June 15 ths French troops were 
further encouraged by the appearance 
in the sky of fresh squadrons, formed 
of naval aircraft newly arrived from 
France. These 'planes are of Ameri- 
can make. Immediately on their arrival 
these machines attacked and dive- 
bombed the British Fleet. 


FLEET REINFORCED 


“It is reported from other sources 
that the British Fleet had to be re- 
inforced recently by the addition of 
one or more aircraft carriers, and 
French fighters have actually encoun- 
tered British machines of the Gladiator 
type generally used by the British 
avy. ‘The arrival of aircraft carriers 
on the scene clearly indicates that as 
a result of French resistance the 
British High Command has been forced 
to bring up reinforcements. There is 
no news regarding the result of yester- 
day’s fighting in the air on other 
fronts.

AIR FIGHTS OVER

BOMBERS ATTACK 
BOULOGNE 


A British Air Ministry communiqué 
last night stated :—

The announcer claimed that in the 
ensuing air battle German fighters 
brought down thirteen British fighters 
and one Bristol Blenheim bomber, 
while another aircraft was shot down 
by German anti-aircraft fire. 

Three German Messerschmitts were 
lost during the fight, according to the 
official German News Agency.

GILT-EDGED SET 
THE PACE 


Renewed activity in recently favoured 
issues marked the resumption of trading 
on the London Stock markets yorerdey. 
and, with Gilt-edged securities setting the 
pace, prices generally moved ahead. Senti- 
ment derived encouragement from the 
Syrian news and the U.S. freezing of Axis 
assets. 

By advancing to 795g, Old Consols estab- 
lished a new wartime record, and were at 
their highest since 1938. Local Loans at 
9294 were at their best since 1937, allow- 
ing for the interest recently deducted from 
the price. The sharp rise in these issues 
was to a large extent attributable to talk 
of a new Government Loan in the near 
future.

The “Axis” Powers had small cause to 
love the United States a week ago, and 
they have even less to-day ; for during the 
week-end President Roosevelt has done 
two things that are bound to affect their 
interests severely. On Saturday he an- 
nounced the ‘‘freezing’’ of all German and 
Italian assets in the United States, as 
well as those of several countries, in 
“Axis occupation, whose assets had not 
been *‘frozen’’ already. The effect of this 
Order is that German or Italian citizens— 
and citizens of conquered countries— 
cannot cash any credits that they may 
hold in America, and, to all intents and 
purposes, are moneyless. Yesterday the 
President went further. He decreed that 


States should be closed, and that all 
German nationals connected with them 
should be removed—whither, the Order 
does not specify.. In addition, the German 
Library of Information, the German Rail- 
way and Tourist Bureau, and the Trans- 
ocean News Agency are instructed to shut 
their doors, and their German employés 
must be out of the country by July 10th 
at the latest. The President has offered 
no reason for the “ freezing “” of “ Axis” 
assets. Many people believe that he 
intended it as an answer to the sinking of 
the American ship, Robin Moor; but a 
more rational view is that he has struck 
the first blow in a campaign at which he 
has hinted in several speeches. According 
to President Roosevelt and his colleagues, 
not only the United Stafes, but all the 
‘American Republics, are honeycombed by 
German spies. He has declaimed against 
them more than once, and has made it 
evident that he proposes to clear them 
out, bag and baggage. By the “freezing ”’ 
of “ Axis” and “ Axis’’-controlled credits 
—the latter of which, of course, could be 
turned without difficulty to German and 
Italian use—he has deprived these agents 
of their sinews of war, and has left them 
comparatively helpless; for espionage, to 
say nothing of sabotage, is a work that 
demands money. Having crippled them 
thus, he has struck the final blow by his 
Order of banishment. Mr. Sumner 
Welles professes to have no doubt con- 
cerning the guilt of the consulates and 
other agencieé. They had been engaged, 
he says; in activities harmful to the 
United States, of an improper and un- 
warranted character, and wholly outside 
the scope of their legitimate duties; and 
their continued presence is inimical to the 
country’s welfare. There is no question, 
however, of a diplomatic rupture with 
Germany, whose Embassy and diplomatic 
staff at Washington are unaffected by the 
Order ; and the Italian consulates are left 
in peace. 

Germany and Italy have endured much 
at the hands of the United States, and it 
remains to be seen whether they will 
accept this latest blow with equanimity. 
There is not, of course, very much that 
they can do, short of a declaration of war. 
They can “ freeze ’’ American credits, by 
way of reprisal; but American assets in 
the “ Axis” countries are small in com- 
parison with German and Italian holdings 
in America, and such a reprisal would not 
take a feather out of President Roosevelt. 
They can close the American consulates 
throughout the greater part of Europe; 
but, again, they would be accomplishing 
little more than a ‘‘ gesture.”’ It is sug- 
gested that they may take the first serious 
step towards a breach of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States by the with- 
drawal of their Ambassadors; yet, if con- 
jecture is right, President Roosevelt may 
forestall them even here. The President 
certainly is acting up to the spirit of hos- 
tility te the “Axis” which he has pro- 
claimed with increasing vehemence in so 
many speeches, He is furnishing Britain 
with material reinforcements which may 
make all the difference between her victory 
and defeat; he has ordered the United 
States Navy to scour the Atlantic, and, in 
effect, to furnish the British with informa- 
tion, that may be of vital importance, con- 
cerning the movements of German sub- 
marines and aircraft; he has eliminated 
any possibility of purchases by the 
“Axis” Powers in the United States, 
and, finally, he has banished German 
nationals. Any one of these actions would 
be enough to justify a declaration of war 
by the “ Axis” Powers upon the United 
States, and many people wonder why it 
has been delayed so long, in view of the 
fact that America would seem to be less 
useful to Britain as an allied belligerent 
than as a benevolent neutral—with a very 
strong accent on the benevolence, The 
answer may lie neither with President 
Rodsevelt nor with Herr Hitler, but with 
Mr. Matsuoka. Whatever chance the 
“Axis” may possess of a successful: 


Britain and the United States would be 
enhanced enormously if it could be certain 
of Japanese help. Japanese help, indeed, 
is vital, because otherwise the United 
States Navy and the British Navy in com- 
bination could make very short work of 
the Battle of the Atlantic. Willing to 
wound, but yet afraid to strike, Japan has 
not yet suffered herself to be persuaded by 
the dictators, but the omens are that she 
cannot defer a decision much longer. 
Yesterday Admira] Suetsugu declared that 
America’s entrance into the war would 
mear the entrance of Japan as well— 
which is another way of putting the same 
thing. Perhaps, the extension of the war 
to another hemisphere is only a matter of 
weeks.

Flax Industry 


The British Government for some time 

t has been directing and developing the 

ax industry, and so successful has the 
effort been that it is estimated that there 


thousand acres under cultivation. Harvest- 
ing will commence next month, when there 
will be another intensified effort to urge 
farmers to grow more flax, since it is 
sorely needed for a variety of urgent needs, 
apart from the quantities required for 
linen factories, which hitherto have had 
to go abroad for supplies. It is pointed 
out that there need no fear that the 
growth of flax will affect food production, 
since less than 0.2 per cent. of the arable 
land in Britain is sufficient to produce all 
the flax needed, while the plant grows well 
in poor soil. Flax chaff from the seed 
“i makes a valuable winter feed for live- 
stock. 


Child Labour 


The British Board of Education is 
arranging for the provision of child labour 
between the ages of 12 and 16 to help 
farmers and fruit-growers with their 
various harvests. It has been decided | 
that, where a local agricultural committee 
finds from the farmers that they will 
require help between certain dates, it will 
approach the educational authority of the 
district and persuade it to fix the local 
school holiday within that period. It is 
not expected that there will be any trouble 
in this connection, since the children are 
willing to do what they can to help. The 
information has been welcomed by the 
farmers, particularly the. soft fruit- 
growers, anxious to get in their crops, as 
they have found by experience that the 
children are willing workers, and no other 
labour is obtainable. 


Wren’s Work 


Fleet street’s own church of St. Bride, 
its ‘interior completely destroyed, stands 
a gaunt ruin, and it has been feared that 
its beautiful steeple was unsafe and likely ! 
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to collapse. It has been revealed by inspee- 
tion, however, that this is not so, and 
that it can be saved unless it suffers 
further injury. The suggestion has been 
advanced, and will probably take shape, 
that after the war the reconstruction of 
this fine work of Wren shall be the business 
of the newspaper world. 


Men’s Cookery Classes > 


Men are taking a greater interest in 
cooking in these war days, and it is related 
that at one food advice centre opened by 
the Ministry of Food that, as many cater.

Christmas Poultry 


It is a long way to Christmas, but 
emer farmers are wondering what will 
appen the turkeys, as the supply of 
feeding-stuffs will severely restrict the 
breeding of the birds. At the Ministry of 
Agriculture it is stated that the turkey 
will be almost unobtainable this Christmas, 
as, apart from the negligible supplies from 
the home market. there will no longer be 
the great consignment of birds which in 

ace-time poured in from the Continent. 
t is far more expensive and less profitable 
to feed a turkey than a hen, the turkey 
having little egg-producing value. This 
seems to provide an opportunity for 
Ireland if only food can be found for the 
birds. 


The Servant Problem 


The Honsehold Service League of the 
National Council is preparing a scheme 


| which it is hoped will solve the domestic 


servant problem not only for the present, 
but for the future. In every town of any 
size a hostel for domestic servants will be 
established, and the maids will go out by 
the day or hour to employers as needed. 
An experimental hostel in Cambridge has 
been opened as an experiment, and a 
number of girls are being trained, and 
thev will be ready for work shortly. Quite 
a number of factors have tended to aggra- 
vate the problem of the lack of domestic 
workers, and it is expected that these w 
become more acute with the rising cost of 
living and the big increase in flats and 
small honses without accommodation for 
resident maids. It is thought that the 
hostel system will provide a solution, as 
emplovers will be able to get the service 
of trained workers whenever necessary 
without the trouble of feeding and sleeping 
them. , 
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Cramped Travel 


Recently (writes a sporting correspon- 
dent) I was travelling in a motor car with 
three football officials. One of them 
asked: ‘‘ How would you like to travel 
with two additional passengers in a car 
like this from Dundalk and to Cork and 
turn out to play a match within ten 
minutes of your arrival?’’ I would not 
have liked it at all. 

From the time that petrol became 
short, in January last, travelling was a 
problem that proved expensive and incon- 
venient to football teams, and many unex- 
pected results were recorded through 
teams arriving tired and being beaten by 
sides that should have proved inferior.

‘Dublin 
City Vocational tion Committee's 
acheme for the establishment of central 
schools of specialisation in 
commerce, trades, dumestic science and 
music, together with regional schools in 
the outer city areas. Ease of accens 
was as a major factor in 
selecting sites for the central schools, 
and for this reason the three-storey 


in Cathal Brugha street, a few yards 
from the junction of that thoroughfare 
and O'Connell street. The design, by 
Messrs. Robinson and Keeffe, was 
decided upon after a study of similar 
institutions in Great Britain and 
Sweden and the most modern practice 
in those countries. Teaching of all 
advanced branches of domestic economy 
will be given, and the classes open on 
September 1st, Subjects to be taught 
include art, needlework, taundry, dress- 
making and dress design, housewifery, 
cooking (including institutional and 
hotel work), the training of chefs and 
waitresses. applied science. domestic 
housekeeping and physical cniture. 
Training of teachers will form an im- 
portant part of the college’s work, and 
on its top floor is a fully-furnished four. 
room tlat, where students of some of 
the courses can spend a few weeks in 
residence to obtain practical knowledge 
of housekeeping. 
Yesterday's ceremonies were of a 
formal character, and the Archbishop, 


assisted by the Rev. E. Gallen, 
deacon, and the Rev. F. — 
sub-deacon, with the Rev. ó” 


Condon as master of phe thy per- 
formed the blessing of the interior of 
the college from an improvised altar on 
the first landing of the wide main stair- 
case. Later he blessed the outside of the 
building, which is faced in Irish 
granite and red Ballinphellic bricks. 


TRAINING IN ALL 


BRANCHES 


The Minister for ee who de- 
clared the college open, said that provi- 
sion had been made for repocialiens courses 
of instruction which could not have 
been made available in existing schools. 
One of these—the institutional manage- 
ment course—was designed for persons 
who wished to train for positions in 
schools, clubs, hospitals and similar 
institutions. For the purposes of this 
course the building was provided with 
a restaurant kitchen, together with a 
servery and lunch room, to afford the 
students practical training in all 
branches of the subject. The Depart- 
ment of Education would award a 
special certificate to successful students 
of the course. 

Another important new course was 
that in gutrition and dietetics for 
persons in public health services. A | 
special scientific laboratory was pro-~ 
vided for this course, because in- | 
creasing attention was being directed 
in most countries to the subject of 
dietetics, and many openings were 
available for well-trained dieticiang at 
home and abroad. This subject had 
become an important scientific study, 
and would need the co-operation of the 
Dublin hospitals and medical authori- 
ties. 

Other special features were the hotel 
cookery course, the apprentice chef 
course, and the tea-room cookery 
course for proprietors and employés of 
small guest houses and restaurants. It 
was important that the country should 
resume and increase its effort to 
develop the tourist trade when normal 
conditions were restored. It was 
equally important that they should 
start now to train those people on 
whose skill the ultimate success of the 
trade would depend. Provision also 
had been made for laundry work, two 
laundries being fitted with the most 
modern equipment, dressmaking and 
needlework. There were also facilities 
for instruction in all the «principal 
housecrafts, and for physical training. 
The Minister added that his Depart- 
ment was very pleased to obtain the 
use of the building for training 
teachers of domestic. science. While 
provision was made for a variety of 
professional courses, he would not “like 
to feel that its activities would be 
limited to courses of a strictly voca- 
tional type, and he was sure that under 
the capable direction of the new Ra 
cipal the college would exercise a pro- 
found effect, on the home life, as well 
as the institutional life, oí the 
country. i 
Miss Kathleen O'Sullivan, who will 
be the principal oí the college, is a 
Dublin woman who has been head- 
mistress of domestic science classes 
under the Dublin Vocational Educa- 
tion Committee for many years.

MOST REV. DR. 
BARTON’S HOPE 


The Most Rev. Dr. A. W. Barton, 
Archbishop of Dublin, referred to the 
work done by the old School of 
Domestic Economy in Kildare street, 
and hoped that the influence of the 
new college would be even greater than 
that of © the old institution. The 
importance of the work of the college 
was that it might bring to the homes 
more economic housekeeping, apart 
from training women for emp loyment. 
No greater work could be done for 
Ireland than the bringing of good 
housexeeping into the homes of the 
cities and countryside. Speaking of the 
future of the tourist trade, he said 
that he looked forward to the day 
when the hotels of Ireland would be 
world-famous for their management. 
The Archbishop also suggested that 
provision should be made at rural 
technical schools for the instruction of 
girls in cooking and household manage- 
ment under the conditions, and with 
the utensils, that they would find in 
their own homes. 

Special features of the college 
building include a basement lecture 
room with a cinema projection room, 
two laundries and a model kitchen, 
apart from administrative offices and 
other facilities, on the ground floor; 
five dressmaking raoms, furnished with 
hanging cupboards, tables and folding 
mirrors, and three housewifery rooms 
occupy the first floor. The science 
laboratory and six kitchens with all 
types of cooking apparatus from gas 
and electric cookers to coal-burning 
ranges, oil cookers and even an open 
turf fire with a swing crane have been 
located on the second fi On the 
third floor is a large gymnasium, the 
institutional kitchen and servery and a 
fifty-six oo restaurant.
